REACHES TOTAL OF 20 


AND APPORTIONERS 


Birmingham, Aia., oct. 23.10 MAKE REPORTS

—Birmingham’s ‘axe murder” 
record reached a total of 20 
today when Mrs. Frank Romeo 
died from wounds inflicted by 
a person who entered the shop 
and home of Bernard Vigilante 
her son-in-law, last night, at 
which time Mrs. Vigilante was 
probably fatally injured. The 
assailant of the two women 
used a meat cleaver. Sixty 
dollars were removed from the 
cash register, police reported, 
after the attack. It was said 
at a hospital where Mrs. Vigil- 
ante was removed that her 
wounds were of the most 
serious nature. 

Jim Taylor, negro, was ar- 
rested several hours after the 
attack upon the women and is 
held for examination. 

Besides twenty deaths from 
such attacks within the last 
two and a half years, eighteen 
other persons have been _ in- 
jured and recovered. 

Numerous arrests have been 
made in connection with the 
various attacks but few con- 
victions have resulted. The 
victim in nearly every case was 
a small shop keeper, set upon 
in the night by a person using 
an axe. Most of the persons 
attacked have been foreigners 
or persons of foreign extract- 
ion, police records show. Crim- 
inologists have offered various 
suggestions in connection with 
the repeated attacks but all 
lines of inquiry appear to have 
led nowhere. Jn some cases 
robbery appeared the motive, 
the records reveal, while in 
other instances there were no

Wiregrass Journal says:- 
R. L. Millner, foreman Re a GolambuseG ral., Foy. t. 21.—L. 
construction gang on the A. C.|H. Hart, father of the three 


children who lost their lives in 
a fire in Phenix City, Ala., on 
the night of October 13, was 
arrested here at 6:25 o’clock 
tonight, charged with arson in 
the first degree. The arrest 
was made by Columbus Po- 
licemen upon request of Sheriff 
John Moore of Lee county, 
Ala. s 

At an early hour tonight no 
one had been permitted to talk 
to the prisoner in his cell at po- 
lice headquarters, except his 
brother, J. A. Hart, of Beuna 
Vista, Ga., who stated that his 
brother ‘didn’t know anything 
about it at all.” 

The children were burned to 
death when they were trapped 
in the second story apartments 
of their parents, Mi. and Mrs. 
1. H. Hart. The father. was 
taken into custody shortly af- 
ter he stepped from a train 
fiom Beuna Vista, where he 
has been for the past two or 
three days. He was accom- 


L. Railroad received injuries 
Thursday afternoon when his 
motor car was derailed near 
Waterford, from which he died 
in this city some five hours 
later. 

Mr. Millner was returning 
to Dothan with some of his 
erew when the gasoline motor 
car they were riding struck a 
heavy plank placed, by acci- 
dent of design, across the 
track, and the vehicle was 
thrown from the rails.
